Wednesday was the Feast of the Im- 
macuiate Conception and a holiday of obli- 
gation in all Catholie churches. In the 
little church at Jefferson avenue and Le- 
cust street a congregation of extraordinary 
numbers had gathered. The choir had been 
augmented for the occasion, and many pew- 
holders were forced into the organ loft by 
reason of their regular seate being taken 
by strangers. 

Naturally Prof. L. Kotthoff, the organist, 
Was nervous and anxious that the eingers 
¢hould not only acquit themselves credit- 
rig 4 but.in their performance do tribute 
to his skill as a choir master. 

The organist says himself that he was 
nervous and that he may have been a little 
too anxious for an inspiring rendition of the 
programme he had arranged. He even con- 
fesses to havirg.been desperate. Prof, 
Kotthoff is a doctor of music from a Ber- 
lin censervatory, and he has his own ideas 
about how choirs should be run.

GOLD MINE FOR SOMEBODY. 


SEVERAL BIDS RECEIVED AND 
CONSIDERED BY THE BOARD 
OF MANAGERS. 


ACTION HAS BEEN POSTPONED. 


Wonderful Discoveries Near Higgins- 
ville Attract the Attention 
of Capitalists From 
Other States. 


The proposition to lease the mineral rights 
to twenty acres of the Confederate Home 


through at the meeting of the Board of 
Managers, Wednesday, as it was expected 
it would. 

Four bids for the lease were received, one 
from L. Kreichhaus of St. Louis, who is 
supposed to represent W. 8. Forman of 
Illinois; one from a man named Mitchell, 
a Kansas City firm; one 
from J. Sanderson of Moberly, Mo., and 
another bid supposed to be by the Barber 
Asphalt Company, which controls in Utah 
and the Indian Territory the only asphalt 
beds in the United States which yield in 
paying quantities. 

The highest bid for the lease was cents 
a ton royalty on the output. Although four 
bidders were in the field, and aseays had 
been made at New York and by the State 
| Geologist, the general public was not even 
j}aware that any mineral deposit had been 
found on the lands. In the lease pro- 
posals nothing was said of asphalt, the 
general term ‘“‘mineral right’’ being used. 

The first publication of the fact that 
valuable asphalt deposits had been discov- 
ered and that the State would be asked to 
grant a lease on them at a nominal royalty, 
was made in the Post-Dispatch a week be- 
fore the Board of Managers met, 

A question had meantime arisen ag to the 
right of the board to dispose of the lands 
by lease or otherwise. It was held by. an 
ex-Attorney-General of the State that only 
the Legislature could do so. Attorney- 
General Crow’s opinion was that the board 
had the right to act. This was based ona 
decision of the Supreme Court of Michigan, 
in which an absolute sale of the grounds of 
a S‘ate institution by the Board of Man- 
agers was held to be within the scope of 
their powers. 

The Board of Managers, however, decided 
to investigate the value of the mineral 
rights before acting on the bids. They, 
therefore, deferred action until the next 
meeting, in May, 1898. The State Geologist 
will be asked to make assays of all minerals 
found on the grounds, and report to the 
board at its next meeting. 

Specimens of the asphalt rock sent to New 
York for assay were reported to contain 
16 per cent of asphalt. This is said to be 
as rich as the beds in Utah. and Indian Ter- 
ritory. If the cost of working the beds was 
the same, the difference in freights alone 
would be an enormous item in favor of Hig- 
ginsville. One railroad runs within a few 
hundred yards of the Confederate Home, 
and a switch runs right to the grounds. 
Another railroad is only one and a half 
miles distant. Asphalt from the Western 
beds has to be hauled 100 miles to a rail- 
road and then freighted East at a cost of 
from $14 to $18 a ton. The rate from Hig- 
ginsville would not exceed $2 a ton, There 
is a difference in freight alone of from $12 
to $16 a ton, while the biggest royalty of- 
fered is W cents a ton.

DECEMBER BULLS DETERMINED 
TO CARRY THE DEAL TO THE 
LAST EXTREMITY, 


MARKET TO BE KEPT BARE. 


Arrangements Have Been Made to 
Sine Contract Wheat East as 
Fast as It Is Delivered 
in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—Amid considerable ex- 
citement December wheat sold to-day at 
$1.09, the highest price with one exception 
since the memorable “Old Hutch” corner 
in 1888. The market started very nervous, 
bids at the start ranging all the way from 
$1.01%. to $1.05, and in a few minutes sold up 
, to $1.05. Trade was much broader than dur- 
ing the bulges of Monday and yesterday, 
when the selling of not to exceed 50,000 
bushels caused the market to quiet down. 
Buying orders came from all parts of the 
pit, mostly for lots of from 5,000 to 25,000 
but even for such small lots sellers were 
scarce and the market for the moment was 
apparently in danger of running away. 
Then the bull clique brokers came to the 
rescue, but not until at least 250,000 bushels 
had been offered and eagerly taken did the 
excitement die down. 

About 11:45 a. m., however, shorts got on 
the rampage again. The market in the 
meantime had recoveréda to $1.05, having 
sold down to $1.03%. An attempt to buy a 
moderate line at that price revealed the fact 
that the market was bare. One dollar five 
and a half was bid with no takers. Then 
the market jumped half a cent at a time 
to $1.08 and little wheat dribbled out; then 
back it went to $1.064, but only for a mo- 
ment, when it turned again, jumping to $1.09 
in three bids. There the thoroughly fright- 
ened shorts were enabled to buy and the 
market quieted down, reacting to $1.07%. 


There was apparently a general belief 
afnong traders that the December bulls 
intend to carry the deal in that option to 
the last extremity. This opinion was 
strengthened by the announcement that ar- 
rangements had been completed whereby 
all contract wheat will be shipped East by 
all rail aS soon as delivered here, thus keep- 
ing the market bare. This announcement 
had great weight with the shorts who for 
the first time displayed real anxiety.

After she died a post-mortem revealed 
traces of phosphorus poisoning and Dr, Sut- 
ter immediately sent word to the Coroner 
to investigate. He thinks she committed 
suicide by soaking matches in a glass of 
water and drinking the poisonous liquid. 

Miss Seeburger was a sister of Philip 
Seeburger, superintendent of the St. Louis

The ambulance took the girl from 2870 Mis- 
souri avenue, the home of John Seeburger, 
another brother. A reporter called there 
soon after the post-mortem. 

Mrs. Seeburger was shocked when told of 
Jessie’s death. 

‘She was 20 years old,’”’ Mrs. Seeburger 
said. ‘and formerly lived with her and my 
husband’s brother, on Lemp avenue. She 
quarreled with her mother and left home a 
year ago. We do not know where she went. 

“A week ago she came to My home and 
asked to stay with us for a skort time.

“There are not four Democratic votes in 
favor of annexation,’ said Senator White to 
me. “Daniels is opposed, as is Mitchell; and 
the Republicans have lost Morrill, Pettigrew 
and Hoar.”’ 

When asked if he could state briefly why 
he regarded annexation as an undesriabile 
thing, Senator White replied: 

“The whole proposition is so infernally un- 
desirable that it can hardly be stated briefly. 
Isn’t. it enough that out of a population of 
120,000 there are 23,000 Chinese, 24,000 Japan- 
ese, 15,000 Portuguese, a few natives and a 
handful of Americans?” 

Alluding to the sugar interests, Senator 
White said: 


“in tnat, it is merely an effort to perpet- 
uate a soft thing. A few people who are en- 
joying a Government bounty of 1 cent a 
pound on all sugar sold have discovered a 
wer of continuing their snap. 

“If there is a single Senator who voted 
for the sugar bounties wno is not now in 
favor of the treaty I have failed to find him. 

“The scheme is fostered by a few ambi- 
tious filibusterers, and some hair-brained 
individuals Who are intent on extending our 
territorial domains regardless of the ex- 
pense and of other consequences, 

“The plan to press the matter by bill 
will open the way for discussion, and with 
discussior our contentions will become 
more manifest and the annexation cause 
will wane. 

“I do not say now that there is a major- 
ity against the passage of such a bill when 
introduced, but I predict that there will be.” 

The fight is now dividing on party lines, 
but the Republicans are not unanimous and 
it is doubtful if the matter can be made a 
party measure. 

In the House the oposition of Spe 
Reed will be an important factor. — 


Hawaii, will be rejected. Speaker Reed 
has come out against the treaty. 

That the ratification of the treaty will 
fail, was made plain in these dispatches 
yesterday. Now it can be confidently pre- 
dicted that the scheme to annex the islands 
by the passags of a joint resolution will 
also fail. 

Speaker Reed believes that the addition 
of the islands to the territory of the United 
States would be a source of weakhess, 
rather than of strength, and he is not in 
favor of doing anything which may result 
in two Senators from Hawaii, no matter 
how remote that contingency may now be. 

It may be that Mr. Reed thinks that it 
will be good politics for him to antagonize 
the President, and possibly this is the real 
reason of his opposition. 

Col, John Richardson, leader of the na- 
tive Kanaka delegation from MHonolulu, 
called on Senator White of California this 
morning and laid before him the plans for 
opposing annexation of Hawali. 

Since leaving San Francisco the Hawat- 
ians have declined to talk of their plans, 
claiming that they were misrepresented in 
the California papers. 

“We have a petition signed by 20,000 in- 
habitants of the islands, who are opposed 
to annexation,” said Col, Richardson. ‘“‘We 
come to Congress in behalf off the people 
of the islands and representing their opin- 
ions and feelings. We are opposed to an- 
nexation because it is not a good thing, 
and we do not want it. 

“We deny the right of the present Govern- 
ment to deliver us into the hands of the 
United tSates or any other country. The 
men who are assuming to do this are a 
pack of filibusters, who have seized the 
temporary power.

\A CONSTABLE THE VICTIM. 


HANGED AND RIDDLED WITH 
BULLETS BY A MOB OF SEBAS- 
TIAN COUNTY MINERS, 


‘HIS EYES WERE GOUGED OUT. 


The Lynchers Are Now Intrenched ig 
a Mine and Threaten to Blow It 
Up With Dynamite If They 
Are Molested. Fe

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 9.—James 
Murray, while acting as Constable of Jenny 
Lind township, Sebastian County, was 
hanged by a mob of miners and his body 
riddled with bullets. Murray and a com- 
panion were returning from a political 
meeting recently at night, Murray being 
one of the best-known political speakers 
in Northwest Arkansas. Just before get- 
ting home they were robbed by several 
men, Grant McBroom being one of them. 
Murray procured the appointment as Con- 
Stable for the purpose of getting McBroom. 
He had no trouble in finding his man, and . 
started with him for Jenny Lind at mid- 
night Sunday. 

Murray’s dead body was discovered lying 
by the roadside Monday near Bonanza. His 
hands were securely tied behind him, and 
his neck showed evidence of having been 
choked by a noose, and bore every indica- 
tion that he had been lynched. His body 
was perforated with bullets, his eyes were 
gouged out, and there was every other evi- 
dence that the corpse had received the most 
inhuman treatment. . 
The report received her from Jenny Lind 
is that the miners at Bonanza acknowledged 
their participation in the lynching of Mur- 
ray—McBroom being one of their co-work- ~ 
ers. It is said that the miners have sent 
word to the Sebastian officers that if they. 
want to arrest any of their number just 
come down into the shafts of the mines and 
get all they want. 

They are well supplied with dynamite, 
and it is known that their purpose is to 
blow up the mine if an effort is made to 
apprehend them. ‘The mine is surrounded 
by a strong posse, the Sheriff being in com- 
mand, who says he will force the miners 
to capitulate even if he has to fire the 
mine. There are about 900 miners believed 
to have had a hand in the lynching, and 
a frightful flow of blood and loss of life 
are expected to folow the apprehension of 
the culprits. , 


THE KILLING ACCIDENTAL 


Coroner’s Jury Exonerates Patrolman 
Kavanagh, Who Killed Kewin. 


The Coroner’s jury returned @ verdict of 
accident Thursday in the case of James 
Kewin, who was shot and fatolly wounded 
Monday morning in front of 11 South Bev- 
enth street, by Patrolman John K*vanagh, 
who was shooting at three burglars. 

The three burglars had been surprised by 
Kavanagh while breaking into the Ohlo 
saloon on Seventh and Market streets, Run- 
ning from the officer they cut diagonally 
across Seventh street in the direction of the 
restaurant where Kewin was a waiter, 
Kewin, attracted by the shots, stepped out 
of the restaurant just in time to receive a 
bullet in his abdomen. 

The bullet first struck the stone curbfhe 
of the sidewalk, glanced and entered 
Kewin’s body on the rebound. It was found 
lodged near the spine, and was curiously 
“dished” and mutilated. It had not struck 
a bone.

jury to bring in a verdict of acquittal,

Eight-year-old Willie Smith, as bright a 
lad as ever stood at the head of his class 
in school, was there to prosecute. 

It was alleged that May 26, of this year, 
Willie was shot in the left shoulder by Dr, 
Metealfe. At the time of the shooting the 
Smith boy, with several companions, was 
on his way from his home, 1419 North 
Eleventh street, to the Clay School, where 
he was a pupil, The boys passed Dr. Met- 
calfe’s premises, Eleventh street and New- 

Thile moving along in a 
playful way, the Smith boy was struck by 
a bullet. 

Dr, Metcalfe was at once accused of the 
shooting by Mrs. Viola Smith, mother of 
the injured lad. His arrest followed, and 
the Grand-jury found an indictment. In 
the Court of Criminal Correction the phy- 
sician admitted firing a revolver to fright- 
en the boys. 

When the case was called Thursday morn- 


ing, Dr.Metcalfe sat beside Attorney Faunt-

HOW DR. LEAKE HIRED HIS HELP 


Advertised for an Assistant, and Re- 
quired a Small Deposit in Ad- 
vance of Instruction. 


Jennie Epps, a pretty 17-year-old girl liv- 
ing with her parents at 15 South Garrison 
avenue, thought it would be a great thing 
to be a hypnotist. 

She could hypnotize all the young men in 
the neighborhood, and if a rival should give 
her any trouble Jennie argued it would be 
easy to throw her into a trance, 

Dr, Samuel] G. Leake of 2347 Gamble street, 
an alleged hypnotist, wanted an assistant 
to help him teach hypnotism, and inciden- 
tally a little money, so he put an advertise- 
ment in the papers last Sunday. 

He advertised for a young girl as assist- 
ant in a hypnotist’s office, but stipulated 
that she must have $25, the cost of learn- 
ing the art of hypnotism. Among-the appli- 
cants for the pos.tion was Jennie Epps. She 
was young, gulleless looking, rosy-cheeked 
and handsome. She was just the assistant 
Dr. Peake wanted. 

But the young girl did not have $23 for 
the course of iessons. The doctor was 
sorry, but did she have $2? The young girl 
said she didn’t have even that much and 
as her parents were poor she couldn't get 
i The doctor was again sorry and Jennie 
left. 

Monday evening last the “doctor” called 
at Mrs. Epps’ home and made a good im- 
pression. He eald by marrying a Miss 
Peckham he had married into a prominent 
St. Louis family. He was a regularly- 
graduated doctor of hypnotism, he said, 
and before that he had long been employed 
in A. Moll’s grocery house. 

“The doctor said Jennie would make a 
fine hypnrotist,”” says Mrs. Epps, “and that 
he would pay her $% a week. As soon as 
she learned the business he would give her 
$10, and keep out $2 a week until the re- 
quired ‘- would be made up. 

“By u@ing a galvanic battery he said she 
could get 60 much magnetism in her that 
she could throw anybody into a trance, but 
the books needed would cost $2.

But if a man “dare not” conduct his 
business to suit himself but, owing to 
the formation of trusts and combines, 
finds himself simply their agent—ser- 
vant, if you please—who shall say that 
in an emergency his masters, the Trusts, 
will not attempt to control his politics as 
well as his business? 

This is the problem, in the political 
field, that confronts the citizens of the 
United States because of the centraliza- 
tion of wealth and industries and the 
evident determination of those who en- 
gineer such combimes to employ the 
power they thereby acquire to use the 
Government for their private ends.

It would take a microscope of extraor- 
dinary powers to enable anyone to dis- 
cover anything in the proposed electric 
lighting ordinance that has been inserted 
with a view to guarding the city’s inter- 
ests against imposition.

TOD SLOAN’S DEVILTRY. 


The Little Jockey Nearly Put an End 
to Himself Monday. 


Several years ago Fred Archer, the great- 


est of English jockeys, in shattered health, 
groped for a revolver within his reagh and 
pulling the trigger terminated one Df the 
most extraordinary careers that ever has 
been connected with turf history. 

On Monday at Deepdene, Lord Willlam 
Beresford’s shooting box, Tod Sloan made 
a fair attempt to imitate Archer’s leap into 
the dark by butting the muzzle of his gun 
into the ground with the result that the gun 
exploded and came near giving Mr. Tod the 
‘finish of his life.’’ 

Sloan, a Kokomo (Ind.) lad, graduated 
from the now outlawed South Side track. 
Few people in these days appreciated the 
dare-devil courage and ability to ride of the 
midget jockey. But times change and rid- 
ers improve. Sloan to-day commands a &al- 
ary of $12,000 per annum from ax-Senator 
Fleischmann of Cincinnati, dnd at that has 
to ride only four times a week to earn a sal- 
ary greater than that of the average bank 
president.

When In the saddle he gave the impression 
of being chronically on the alert, whilst he 
communicated his own lightning quickness 
to the horse he rode. He appeared to force 
ithe maximum exertion out of each mount 
and I think these characteristics may be 


' credited to Sloan.” 
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THE TEMPLE CUP. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—When the National 
Base Ball League, in abolishing contests for 
the Temple Cup, appointed a committee to 
confer with W. H. Temple, the donor of the 


cup, to ascertain what disposition he in- 
tended to make of the trophy, it was 
thought that he would unhesitatingly pre- 
sent it to the Baltimore Club, whose team 
had won it twice.

It is iinderstood 
that the cut will not be less than 10 per cent, 
going into effect Jan. 1. The cut will affect 
88,000 operatives, who are paid an average 
Weekly wage of $180,000.

HAVANA, Dec. 9.—News of the move- 


ments ot Gen, Pando is awaited with ner- 


vous expection. Rumors that he has been 
killed continue to be circulated, varied by 
stories that he has been wounded or cap- 
tured by the rebels. The belief is general 
that. he has met with some disaster, prob- 


’ ably a defeat, resulting in cutting off the 


lines of communication, which’ would ac- 


, count for the total absence of news from 


his command. 


The attitude of Havana volunteers con- 
¢tinues to cause considerable anxiety to the 
government, says the Havana correspondent 
of the Herald. During the last week there 
has been a considerable number of regu- 
lar ‘troops ‘concentrated in the forts and 
barracks, prepared to instantly suppress a 
demonstration. The volunteers are in a 
sullen mood, but their animosity, it is now 
believed, is directed rather at antonomy 
than. at Americans. 

Another grievance of the volunteers is a 
rumor that Gen. Blanco is desirous of util- 
izing the vast idle force of volunteers in the 
field, or, at least, on garrison duty. ‘To this 


‘the volunteers are strenuously opposed, and 


it is believed will proceed to any iengths 
rather than surrender the cherished priv- 
flege of confining their military duties to oe- 
casional parades and guard duty at tha 
palace and the bank. 

That there is a formidable latent opposi- 
tiom in the ranks of the volunteers to au- 


' tonomy there can be no question and it may 


take form at any moment, 

In Sagua La Grande, the Intrantigentes, 
among whom the volunteers are included, 
are throwing every obstacle in the way of 
the establishment of autonomy. 

They declare that ‘f Spain cannot protect 


them.they desire American rule, but that 
they -will never submit to be ruled by 
Cubans. 


In this movement Carlist influences are 
apparent, as the intransigentes have de- 
ciared their intention of wearing a white 


' Carlist badge on their hats. 


While in Havera’ no open opposition nasa 
yet developed, Gen. Blanco is considerably 
embarrassed by the failure of the autono- 
misig and reformists to effect terms of fu- 
sion, without which progress is considered 
impossible. Much dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed at the long, tedious delay of the 
pone amg pe of the precise text of the au- 
onomy decree, 


AUTONOMY PLANS. 


The Scheme Is to Be Inaugurated Next 
Monday. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 9.—Next Mon- 
day 's understood to be the day set for the 
justitution of the provisional government in 
Cuba under the autonomy decrees of Nov, 25 
and 26, The State Department has been 
Biven to understand that Gen. Blanco has 
arranged to do this immediately upon the ar- 
rival of the decrees in Havana, where they 
are expected by Saturday or Bunday at the 
latest. This is in accordance with the clos- 
ing election of the decree of Nov. 25, extend- 
ing to the Antilles the electoral laws of 
Spain on a basis of untversal suffrage, and 
providing the new constitution of Porto Rico 
and Cuba in these words: 

- “In order to establish at once the new reg- 
ime the Governor-General will approve the 
secretaries of the insular government, with 
whom he shall govern the colony until the 
insular parliament shall be constituted.’’ The 
understanding is further that the provisional 
eee willbe Cuban and the members of 
the Autonomist party. Simultaneously the 
committee to take the census of the province 
and make the pol) list for the first election 
wil! be constituted, and the necessary ma- 
chinery organized to choose the seventeen 
councilors of administration and the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Representatives, the 
latter being authorized on the basis of one 
y 2,000 inhabitants. At the same 
provincial and municipal. officals 
@re to be chosen by direct vote of all male in- 
habitants of legal age, there being no prop- 
erty qualification, as had been generally sup- 
posed, except In the case of the seventeen 
councilors, The da of this election, while 
not yet determined” upon, will probably be 
Bet for some time next spring, although Gen, 
Blanco may find it possible to order it in 
ome of the provinces, at least, as early as 
the middle of January. 


INDEPENDENCE OR DEATH. 


The Cubans Again Publish Their Plat- 
form of Principles. 


HAVANA, Dec: 9.—A proclamation signed 
by the Cuban military and civil leaders in 
Havana province, protesting against the 
autonomy offered by Spain, was recently is- 
sued. The proclamation in full follows: 

Cubans: After all her efforts to subdue 
us by force of arms have proved vain, Spain 
offers autonomy to the Cuban people. She 
expects to induce us to submit anew to her 
rule under her pretended terms of peace. 

Spain's pretension is useless. The time 
is already past to think of such compro- 
mise and transaction. Opposed to them in 


an insurmountable manner are the dignity 
and manifest destiny of our country; the 
outrages infilcted upon our families; the tor. 
rents of Cuban blood that have been shed: 


the lives of so many innocent human beings 
who have succumbed to oppression: the ga- 
¢fed memory of our heroes who have died 


in defense of their native sO0il, and all oth- 
er sorts of sacrifices we have made in he- 
half of our independence. To obtain this 
we have again taken up arms, and we are 
determined to continue unhesitatingly in 
the task®of redeeming our country until we 


attain the success which ts near at an 
We shall not fllnch in our effort, ra dey rr 
possible that we be forsaken by the God 
of Justice in our sacred undertaking.

SPOILED HARVEY SPURLIN’S PET 
GHOST 


AND BROUGHT ON A LAWSUIT. 


Miss Gerard, Who Played the Ghost in 
Order to Visit Him, Is Now a 
Defendant in Court. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Dec. 9.—Sarah M. 
Spurlin vs. Alice P. Gerrard, is the title of 
a sensational suit filed in the Circu't Court 
here yesterday by Attorneys Wilson and 
Thompson. The suit is brought for the 
purpose of recovering $2,000 damages for 
the alienatio#’ of the husband's affections. 
The plaintiff is the wife of Harvey A. Spur- 
lin, who now has a suit pending in court 
for divorce, and the defendant is the wife 
of David Gerrard. All the parties are promi- 
nent and live near Flat Rock, this county. 
Sarah M. Spurlin and Harvey A, Spurlin 
were married th 1875, and lived together 
until August, 1897, when the latter aban- 
doned the former on account of the defen- 
dant, Alice P. Gerrard, who is described 
as a woman of exquisite beauty and rare 


accomplishments; that she possesses irre- 
sistible powers of fascination, amounting 
aimost to hypnotic influence, over the plain- 
tiff's husband. It ds alleged in the com- 
ry that five years ago she began plying 
1er bewitching arts to ensnare and beguile 
Harvey into an liason with her and to al‘en- 
ate him from the plaintiff. 

One of these devices was, it is alleged, 
that of nocturnal visits to the premises of 
the plaintiff in the garb of a ghost. 

Along in August, 1894, the story goes, a 
few evenings after the death of Eliza Spur- 
lin, the 19-year-old daughter of the plaintiff, 
strange, Weird and unusual noises were 
heard near the room in which the girl died.

Frank Davey, the photographer, is the 
possessor of a very strange fish, which, 
after having exhibited to a number of 
friends wh‘le still alive, he put into alcohol 


to keep. The fish is known to some people 
here, but ig quite rare. Its home is in the 
deep water, and if the story told by the 
Chinaman who procured it, namely, that 
the catch was made in comparatively shai- 
low water just outside of the harbor, is to 
be depended on, the occurrence is indeed 
unusual. 

It is about three inches in length, and 
when alive was of a bright yellow hue, with 
spots of black here and there.

“The Coin Is All Right,” Maj. Harri- 
gan Said, “Those Conductors Are

There is an innovation on the Suburban 
Railway. If the conductor suspects a pa6- 
senger of attempting to pass counterfeit 
money on him he must arrest the passenger 
and turn him_over to the police. 

A. W. Becker is one of the best known 
attaches of the Sanitary Office. He was 
detailed from his desk in the office to post 
the houses that are infected with diphtheria 
and scarlet fever. The rough handling of 
Becker by two conductors and the humilia- 
tion attending his arrest, Tuesday night, 
will probably cost the railroad company @ 


heavy damage sult. 

Becker, at Pierce avenue, boarded a car 
to come a dozen blocks east. He handed the 
conductor a ten cent piece long in use and 
much worn. The conductor looked at the 
coin, walked to the end of the car and 
held a whispered conversation with an- 
other conductor, on his way down town. 

Both conductors walked back to Becker, 
and the one who held the coin in his hand 
said: “This is a counterfeit dime, and you 
are our prisoner until we can reach a police- 
man.”’ 

There were a dozen on the car, and as the 
¢onductor spoke in loud tones all eyes were 
urned on Becker. 

. “You ure mistaken,”. replied Becker. 
“That is a good dime and don’t you dare 
ttempt such a game on ma” 

ooWell, we just wiil,’’ retorted the con. 
ductor, and laid his hand on Becker's 
shoulder as if to hold him in the seat. 

Becker is a powerful man and as he 
eprang out of the seat and shoved the 
conductor aside, jerked open his coat and 
paid: “Look here, I am a city employe; 
there is my badge. I don’t propose to be 
subjected to such an insult as this.” 

One of the conductors grabbed Becker 
from behind and tried to force him down 
in the seat. The passengers looked on in 
alarm. They feured a struggle. 

The conductor who held the coin ratsed 
it as ff to show it to the passengers and 
loudt¥ declared: “This man is a counter- 
feiter!” 

Becker told the railway officials who he 
was and where he could be found, and in- 
sisted that-he should not be detained from 
yerforming: Kis duty. By this time the car 
iad reached the point where Becker should 
have gotten off, but he says the conductor 
told him if he dared leave the car he would 
do so only by fighting his way out. 

Becker says two-or three times he at- 
tempted to get out, but the conductors 
seized him by the arms and forced him into 
@ seat. 

“} was unarmed,” gaid Becker, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, and not wishing 
to be beaten up by the conductors 
made no further attempt to leave the ¢ar. 
I took the name of the conductor in charge 
of the car, and he gave it as A. E. Mun- 
60n. It was not until we reached Thir- 
teenth street and Washington avenue that 
the conductor spied a policeman. The car 
Was stopped, the policeman. called inside 
and I was turned over to him, 

“The policeman took charge of the dime, 
and took me down to the Central Police 
Statior. We went straight to Chief Harri- 
gan's office, but he was busy and I was 
detained foran hour. Chief Harrigan knew 
me and he was surprised when the con- 
ductor explained and I had told my story. 
The Chief examined the alleged counterfeit 
Gime closely and pronounced it as good a 
coin as circulates. He scored the conductor 
and, kindly pointing out to me the reme- 
dies I had for such humiliation and dils- 
grace, told me to go.’’ 

Becker said he would consult a lawyer 
and take vigorous action. 

Becker lives at 5080 Minerva avenue, has 
been in the Sanitary ojffice several years 
and bears an excellent reputation.

He was going to the 
Southland on an excursion, and should have 
left St. Louls Wednesday night at 8:30 
o’clock. But an unexpected something was 
to happen. 

Farmer Newell strolled along the mid- 
way and feasted his eyes on the big Union 
Station and the sights thereabouts. He 


saw just enough to sharpen his appetite 
for more. He looked at his fine gold watch 
and saw he had nearly five hours in which 
to make his Southern train. He had’nt 
been beyond the confines of agr-cultural 
Grundy County for years. He would go out 
into the big town and see what he could 
see, 

He strolled along Chestnut street, where 
so many other farmers have strolled to their 
bitter sorrow. At Fourteenth and Chestnut 
street he went into Farrell’s saloon, One 
drink would do no harm, he argued wiih 
himself. The folks back in Grundy County 
could not smell his breath at such a dis- 
tance, 

A convivial lot of souls was gathered 
around Farrell’s bar. Sociability was the 
pass-word. The new member was initiated 
amid the clink of glasses. Special courtesy 
was extended by Charles Henry, a hack- 
driver out of a job. 

The farmer bumped glasses with Henry, 
yet he was on his guard and drank rather 
sparingly. He says he is positive he was not 
drunk when he left Farrell’s saloon, about 
half an hour before the departure of his 
train. He had spent a few dollars, but no 
more than he intended, and he walked out 
in full possession of his fat pocketbook, his 
watch and his senses. Henry left the saloon 
With him, the farmer says, 

It was about 9:30 o’clock, long after the 
Georgia train had started on its way, when 
man staggered into Union Station and 
sank into a seat. He was dazed. His face 
was besmeared with clotted blood, There 
Was a strange look in his eyes. His arms 
hung limp by his side. His pockets were 
turned wrong side out. 

For several minutes he could not talk 
coherently. The attention of Union Station 
attaches was attracted. A doctor in the 
crowd of waiting passengers, looked at he 
man and said he had been drugged. 

The man was Farmer Newell. 

When he rallied from his supor he eald 


somebody had taken all of his money and 
his watch. He had no recollection of what 
had happened after he left the saloon at 
Fourteenth and Chestnut streets with Hack 
Driver Henry. Somewhere between Far- 
rell’s saloon and Union Station he was 
robbed.

A SHIRT FACTORY TRAGEDY. 


Forewoman for Adolph Neuville 
Caught in the Machinery and 
Dashed to Death. 


Of all the girls employed in Adolph Neu- 
ville’s shirt factory, 6 South Seventh street, 
not one was more popular than auburn- 
haired, blue-eyed May Tehan, forewoman 
on the fifth floor. 

She had been in the employ of Mr. Neu- 
ville several years, and was esteemed @s a 
careful and conscientious workwoman. 
She had twelve girls working with her. Her 
irule was firm, but kind, and there was 
never any bickering in her department, 
Although only 22 years old, she was an 
experienced business woman. 

She was the idol of her old father and her 
four sisters and two brothers, 

The machinery in the shirt factory is 
whizzing along at its accustomed rate, and 
the twelve girls on the fifth floor are bend- 
ing over their work as usual. When one of 
the girls looks at the big vertical shaft 
that revolves near the south end of the big 
room she shudders, . 

After the factory closed Wednesday even- 
ing the machinist took a big sponge and a 
bucket of water and wiped a dark-red stain 
off the big shaft. There is no trace of 
the stain now, but the girls on that floor 
fancy they see it when they look in that di- 
rection, 

Wednesday afternoon at 5 o’clock May 

Tehan gave the signal to her girls to stop 
work. She was tna hurry to leave herself, 
for she had $27 in her pocket and intended 
to buy Christmas presents with it. There 
was to be something for father, and some- 
thing for the boys, and something for the 
girls, and another something for the good 
sisters who made her welcome at St. Mi- 
chael’s Church. She told Alice Shaw all 
about it during the noon hour, and laughed 
with pride and pleasure as she showed the 
fat little purse she had pinned inside of 
her dress, 
She tripped lightly down the aisle made 
by the rows of machines toward the dress- 
ing room. She had to pass the big shaft, 
which was whirling around at a great rate. 
She had passed it thousands of times before 
and never feared it. 

Possibly in her anticipations of shedding 
happiness during the Christmas tide she 
swerved as she neared the shaft. Possibly 
a vagrant gust of wind blew her dress into 
the machinery. 

The girls who were looking at her can’t 
tell how it happened. All they know is that 
the shaft caught Mary’s dress and whisked 
her off her feet. 

She gave one agonizing shriek, which 
was echoed by her horrified fellow-workers. 
The machinist heard the screams and threw 
the belt that runs the shaft immediately. 
The girl’s body dropped to the floor. 

Her skull was crushed and there was 
blood on the shafting and on the floor. She 
was dead when the other employes reached 
her. The body was taken to the Morgue 
and sent from there to the Tehan home 
618 South Ewing avenue. * 

Martin Tehan is a tall, strong old man 
with hard hands and a soft heart. Mary 
was his favorite child probably. He kissed 
her poor dead face tenderly, then buried 
his face in his hands and said no word for 
hours.

The girls 
are all pretty and good and the old man is 
industrious. Mary will be buried from St. 
Michael’s Church, of which she was a com- 
municant. The hour of the funeral has not 
been fixed.
